The German, Dr. Bauer, perfect- 
ed the long-range weather forecast- 
ing technique originally outlined by 
our own Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Use of Balloons. 

Short-range weather forecasting 
can be accomplished, and with 
surprising accuracy, from observa- 
tions taken at the earth’s surface 


or at reasonably low altitudes, But 
according to my _ friend, 
Sowecke, Eastern Air Lines me-| 
teorologist, long-range forecasting 
involves investigation of atmospher- 
ic conditions miles above the earth. 
Atmospheric conditions and dis- 
turbances occur up there long be- 
fore their reactions are noticeable 
down where we live. For this rea- 
son the Germans, Italians, and our 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology scientists have been experi- 
menting by sending small balloons 
10 and 15 miles above sea level. 
They are equipped with radio sig- 
nal sending apparatus. This is 
known as radio sounding of the 
upper atmosphere.. Each change 
in temperature and barometric 
pressure is signaled to the ground 
station and interpreted to formu- 
late comprehensive estimates of 
the weather to be expected. 

During this war we have been 
amazed to find the Germans gear- 
major air efforts to 
weather that is quite suitable for 
flight operations. And it is this 
high altitude investigation of at- 
mospheric conditions which is ac- 
countable for the uncanny timing 
of their air offensites to date. 


Amazing Development. 


While comparatively new, as &| 


science, meteorology has made great 
strides within the last few years, 
and gives promise of continuing 
its amazing development. Each 
corner of the world has its own 
weather. And then, too, there is 
world or planetary weather. It 
is the latter which is engaging the 
concentrated attention of these 
weathermen to tell the generals 
when to fly and when to stay on 
the ground. 

Flying weather over the North 
Sea and over England is in a class 
by itself. And having sampled its 
peculiarities, I have long leaned in 
the direction of believing that the 
major German air offensives 
against England would be timed to 
take advantage of heavy cloud 
formations and low-lying fog. Avi-

OR several weeks past Mr. Willkie, ac- 
cording to the political signs, has been 
losing ground. Confirmation of the ap- 
parent trend against him has now come in 
the almost simultaneous Fortune and Gal- 
lup polls, which closely agree in their re- 
ports. 

As of this date, both concede a majority 


_in the electoral college as well as in the 


popular vote to President Roosevelt. Gallup 
finds that New York, New Jersey and even 
Pennsylvania have swung into the Roosevelt 
column since the last previous polling. All 
this in spite of the recent Maine election. 
Prices in the stock market have risen, 
mainly on the more cheerful news from the 
Battle of Britain, which has displaced presi- 
dential politics as a controlling market fac- 
tor. Yet the rise has taken place with full 
knowledge in Wall Street that Willkie’s pros- 
pects were declining. Wall Street betting has 
lately favored Roosevelt by nearly 2 to 1. 
The rise in prices, therefore, seems even 
to have discounted a third Roosevelt victory, 
so obnoxious to the financial and invest- 
ment community, according to the general 
understanding. 
* 


Perhaps the most ominous aspect of the 
situation, from the Republican point of view, 
is that the country’s swing against Mr. 
Willkie seems to be duplicating the swing 
against Mr. Landon in 1936, Early in the cam- 
paign, four years ago, Mr. Landon appeared 
to be in the lead, as Mr. Willkie did for a 
few weeks after his nomination. The pres- 
ent question is whether the swing that has 
set in for Roosevelt can be checked in the 
short time before election day. 

We now deal wholly in opinion in saying, 
without trying to estimate Mr. Willkie’s or- 
ganizational troubles with the Republican 
professional politicians, that he is on the 
wrong track in his handling of the issues. 

The issues which Mr. Willkie has sought 
to join with his opponent are mainly super- 
annuated or bogus or not half alive. That 
he started off with some very inept state- 
ments, in his extemporaneous speeches, is 
now widely admitted. The sympathetic New 
York Times felt forced to observe: 

“In his campaign to date, Mr. Willkie has 
made errors of judgment understandable in 
an amateur who has never run for political 
office before. Among these are the type of 
occasional overstatement that gets itself 
into the headlines and distorts a speech that 
in its broad outlines is much more bal- 
anced.” 

Even the Coffeyville speech, a carefully 
prepared effort, “was perhaps not free of 
this defect.” 

Dismissing as “amateurish,” therefore, the 
“boners” that reach the headlines and de- 
light the opposition managers, we may still 
observe that Mr. Willkie is on the wrong 
track—for a winner. At Elwood, he de- 
nounced the New Deal “philosophy,” but 
approved of the major part of its specific 
accomplishments. At Peoria, he again said, 
as an interlude to some severe criticism:

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Daily Bath 


Is an Aid to 
Good Health

HE Americans unquestionably 
T are the healthiest people in the 

world today. One reason is cli- 
mate, one is an even food supply, 
and one is probably. bathtubs. 

The United States owns 95 per 
cent of the bathtubs in the world 
today. In Paris, 25 per cent of 
private homes have a private bath 
—and Paris is supposed to be the 
cleanest city in France! 

The Japanese and Finns are the 
great bathers of the world. The 
Japanese average 365 baths a year. 
Their bathtub facilities are nothing 
like ours, however, but are either 
tubs or showers placed in a bam- 
boo hut in the back yard. The 
Japanese bath has a _ medicinal 
rather than cleansing purpose; the 
temperature of the water is very 
hot, at least up to 120 Fahrenheit.

FINNS ALSO ENJOY a medicinal 
steam bath once a week in their 
log bath huts which accommodate 
10 to 20 people. 

These huts are arranged so that 
a hot steam bath can be enjoyed. 
As sweating proceeds, the bather 
rubs his skin with crystals of Ep- 
som salt. After the stay in the 
bathhouse is over the bather fumps 
in a snow bank or has a bucket 
of cold water poured over him. 

For the Japanese, a cold bath is 
used only as a penance, 

In Russia a bathtub costs 2000 
rubles—as much as a grand piano. 
In a Moscow hotel, I am told, if 
you ask for a bath on Monday, you 
may get it on Wednesday. 

A few years ago I traveled in 
England by motor from London 
through the northern Cathedral 
towns. These were cities of from 
10,000 to 100,000 population. I man- 
aged to get one bath during my 
trip. In York, at the best hotel in 
town, I was told in the morning 
that eight people had “booked a 
bath” ahead of me in the public 
bath room. This was in cities the 
size of Wichita, Kan., or Lima, O., 
or Bend, Ore. Imagine a hotel in 
such American cities with no room 
with a private bath!

I AM NOT SO SURE, however, 
but that we Americans have ar- 
ranged things so comfortably for 
ourselves that we overdo the bath- 
ing idea. There is no law of Na- 
ture that requires a daily bath, 
especially in the winter. I believe 
our skins would be healthier if we 
bathed once or twice a week in 
cold weather. This is especially 
true of hand washing, which can 
be done in such excess as to induce 
chapping.

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Found Contentment by Side of an Ozark Roa 


One-Time City Printer Success fu

POTOSI, Mo., Sept. 24. 

RED ROBINSON, the Ozarks 
F printer, was in a fix. There he 

was at his backwoods printery, 
20 miles from town, with an order 
for a picnic dodger which called 
for 72-point bold San Serif type 
and he had only one “C” in that 
font. What to do. There was only 
One thing that he could do. He 
spelled it “PIKNIC.” That was 
phonetic at any rate. Somebody 
asked him why he didn’t go a little 
further and spell it “PIKNIK.” He 
had an answer for that. He had 
only one “K.” 


That is a sample of what Fred 
Robinson is up against in running 
a print shop out in the wilds of 
Crawford County with a pocketful 
of type and printer’s supply houses 
far away. But he manages some- 
how to turn out all the orders that 
come to him at the rate of about 
three a month. Sometimes the 
product hurts his craftman’s pride, 
for he shares the satisfaction which 
every printer feels in turning out 
a neat job, but he carries on, sup- 
plying the needs of all in the coun- 
tryside between here and Steelville 
who come to the door of his Ozarks 
Printery at the side of the road. 


Time was when Fred Robinson 
was a city printer and had his 
shop among the marts of men and 
was as good as the best of them, 
as he still is, except that his equip- 
ment is meager. He came from 
St. Louis to the Ozarks to find the 
quiet life that he did not find in 
the city. He found what he was 
seeking on a “forty” out beyond 
Berryman and built his printery 
there and put up his sign and wait- 
ed for the customers to come to 
his door. They came. Not a crowd 
of them, to be sure, but enough to 
enable him to earn a few dollars 
from time to time at his craft and, 
more important, to have the time 
for meditating upon the mystery 
of life and setting up his medita- 
tions in type, for distribution among 
his neighbors, for he is a philoso- 
pher and poet as well as a printer. 

Prior to April, 1931, when Rob- 
inson first came to the Ozarks, 
he had led an active life in many 
callings. Born in Marion, IIll., in 
the midst of the Williamson County 
coal field, he entered the mines 
as a water bailer at the age 
of 14. Afterward’ he served an 
apprenticeship painting and 
paperhanging and at 21 he was a 
steeplejack. Development of his 
musical talent served him when, on 
July 8, 1899, he enlisted in the 
army. In the Philippines, where 
he served for three years, half of 
the time he was a soldier on active 
duty and half of the time he 
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WAS ADEQUATE UNTIL HE RAN INTO THE WORD “PICNIC.” 


played the trombone in the Third 
Infantry Band. Back to the States 
in 1902, he was discharged at Fort 
Thomas, Ky., and went to work as 
a brakeman on the Illinois Cen- 
tral and from that drifted back 
to the mines. Out of the mines, 
he ran a mail order and printing 
business at Carterville. Ill., and 
Royalton, Ill. started a_restaur- 
ant and in 1918 sold out and 
loaded his wife and four daugh- 
ters into a Ford and migrated to 
St. Louis. In the city he was a 
journeyman printer, then in charge 
of the printing department’ of an 
advertising company, finally tak- 
ing over the printing plant and 
conducting his own shops at differ- 
ent locations, 

In 1929 a real estate man, Wil- 
liam Ogle, mentioned to him that 
he had 40 acres down in Crawford 
County which was a good buy for 
a city man who would like to live 
in the country. <obinson was that 
kind of a man. “How much?” he 
asked. The man said $175 would 
buy the land and it was cheap at 
the price. “Put it on paper,” said 
Robinson. So he bought the 
“forty” that he hadn't seen ana it 


was seven months before he saw it 
the first time. What he saw then 
was a patch of thin soil covered 
with scrub timber but he liked it. 
It looked to him like a spot where 
a man could find tranquility and 
contentment in his declining vears. 

In the spring of 1931 he sold his 
business, built an 8 by 16 shack on 
his land, lived in it while he built 
a four-room home for his wife and 
young daughter, the other girls 
having married, and began life 
over again as a landed baron. 
He was not entirely satisfied be- 
cause his time was not fully oc- 


cupied. 
T answer. It was the printer’s ink 

that he missed. He built a 12 by 
30 shack and painted a sign signify- 
ing to his neighbors and the trav- 
elers along Highway 8 that he was 
now ready to serve them as printer- 
at-large. 

As equipment he has, left over 
from his St. Louis shop, an 8 by 12 
press and an 18-inch paper cutter, 
a little Sans Serif, Caslon and 
Cheltenham type and a few odds 
and ends of print shop gadgets.

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WO years he found the 


Out of the hills along Courtois 
Creek, Huzzah Creek and Lost 
Creek came the native Ozarkians 
and stopped to read the sign and 
entered timidly to see what a print 
shop was like. Most of them had 
never seen one before. They asked 
him how he put the type together 
and he showed them and they mar- 
veled. 

It was several weeks before he 
got his first order, because printing 
jobs were about the last things 
that were needed in that part of 
Crawford County. By and by, 
though, the orders began coming 
in, statements for a lumber company, 
cards for an ice man who traveled 
the road, posters and dodgers for 
church festivals and other rural 
events. He got by with all of them 
until the order came for the picnic 
at the Pine Forest School, announc- 
ing attractions and plenty of re- 
freshment, everybody welcome and 
a good time promised all. With 
only one “C” in the 72-point San 
Serif case he was stumped at first 
but the “K” saved the day.

As "Escape.

S announced yesterday the 1940 
A national self-rating bridge ex-

The tenor of these 
letters is that with half the world 
mad and the other half jittery there 
is all the greater need for such 
“escape” activities as bridge and, 
more specifically, bridge problems.

West opened the spade seven, 
East overtaking with the eight. 
Declarer won with the queen and 
immediately knocked out the dia- 
mond ace. West returned his four 
of spades, and from that point on 
declarer never could get the ninth 
trick. He ran off the diamonds all 
right, but the moment he led a 
club East hopped up with the ace 
and cashed enough spade tricks to 
defeat the contract. 

Declarer should have realized that 
even with two spade tricks he still 
would have to knock out the aces 
of both minor suits to round out his 
contract. Actually he could afford 
to win the first spade led if he 
then made the beautiful guess of 
knocking out the club ace before 
the diamond ace. This, however, 
would have amounted to second 
sight. The correct way to play the 
hand was to avoid any guess. To 
that end declarer should have 
ducked on the opening lead, cheer- 
fully conceding the first trick to 
East. Now, if East continued 
spades, declarer would, of course, 
finesse and attack either clubs or 
diamonds. If he made the normal 
choice to establish diamonds first, 
West would have no spade to lead 
back to his. partner; if the club 
suit were attacked East would gain 
the lead and be able to clear his 
spade suit, but never again could 
gain the lead in order to run that 
sult.
